Inmates Free Hostages 
After Grievances Aired 


BORDENTOWN, N.J. (AP) — The two 


hostages held by 100 rebellious inmates 
at the Yardville Correction Center were 
released this morning after inmate 
grievances were broadcast on a local 
radio station, Gov. William T. Cahill 
announced.

Youngbiood Jury 
Says 'Not Guilty1

A jury of three men and three women 


Wednesday afternoon in Navarro County 
Court found Jack Youngbiood of Cor- 
sicana "not guilty" of a charge of simple 
assault. 


Presiding 
County Judge Kenneth 


Douglas called for a recess after the jury 
was selected shortly before noon Wed- 
nesday. The jury reconvene^ at 1:30 
p.m., but the trial was delayed until 2:40 
p.m. while prosecuting attorney Robb 
Dunn waited for two witnesses to arrive 
from Fort Worth. One of these witnesses 
was Tim Cearley, the 16-year-old youth 
whom Youngbiood was alleged to have 
assaulted on the night of June 25, 1971. 
Dunn later told the court that Cearley 
and the other witness, James Boane, 
were inadvertedly not subpoenaed by 
the Fort Worth Sheriff's Deparment as 
they should have been. 


Since the two prosecution witnesses 


did not appear, Dunn and defense at- 
torney Julius Jacobs drew up testimony 
fo be presented in court which the two 
boys would have given had they been 
present themselves, the testimony was 
read in court by Dunn. 


The only other witness called by the 


prosecuting attorney was Corsicana 
Police Sgt. Eddie Foreman. 


Witnesses called to the stand by 


Jacobs were Jack Youngbiood and his 
daughter-in-law Sandra Youngbiood. 


At 5:30 p.m. the jury sent three 


questions to Judge Douglas about the 
case and took their jury seats to hear his 
answer. After consulting with both 
prosecuting and defense attorneys, the 
judge told the jurors he could not answer 
their questions at that point in the trial 
and they would have to consider the 
charge and the evidence in making their 
decision. The jurors then returned to the 
deliberating room.' 


Five minutes late, the jurors again 


came out after having requested to 
again have the testimony of the two boys 
read to them. Douglas read the 
testimony and the jurors returned to 
their room. 


At 5:50 p.m. the jurors indicated they 


were through deliberating. The jury 
foreman then announced the "not 
guilty" verdict. 


Cearley, after having been contacted 


in Fort Worth, arrived in the courtroom 
while the jurors were in the deliberating 
room making their decision in the case. 


Jurors in the case included J.W. 


Weaver, Leroy Barton, Louis D. Hyler, 
Sarah E. Hplloway, Mrs. Goldie Rowan, 
and Virgie Lee Orr. 


Heavy Damage Reported 
Across the Golden Circle

Tornadoes and high winds roared 


across the Golden Circle Tuesday 
evening, carving a wide swath through 
the area and leaving damage totaling in 
the thousands of dollars. Reports on the 
winds varied, but most estimates said 
wind gusts reached 60 mph at times. 


Hardest hit in the freak winter storm 


was the Dawson-Pursley area where a 
twister destroyed a barn and sheds on 
the Harvey Parrish ranch and ripped the 
roof off a home owned by J. F. Ray. 
Power lines were still down at mid- 
morning and the area was littered with 
trash. 


A trailer home parked alongside High- 


way 31 in Dawson was overturned in the 
storm which also blew the roofs off 
several sheds - located throughout the 
town. Homes were without power for an 
hour during the early evening, a 
situation that was reported in almost 
every community throughout the Golden 
Circle. 


Mrs. Jackie Aven of Angus reported a 


twister struck her two-story frame 
house, tearing off the back porch and 
part of the roof, and breaking out win- 
dows along the northeast and southwest 
sides. A large billboard belonging to an 
oil company was completely destroyed 
and scattered over the front yard, she 
reported. 


Two north-bound trucks on IH 45 were 


flipped over by the high winds, injuring 
one driver who was brought by am- 
bulance to Memorial Hospital, Joseph 
James Fallico of Dallas was treated for 
injuries to his back, arm and head, then

Police officers waded into the 
high water to pull the obstruction from 
the street. Cardboard trash containers 
were blown out of alleyways in the 
downtown area and into the streets, 
where police were kept busy clearing the 
debris. 


Police also reported that some 


Christmas decorations atop the Navarro 
Mall shopping center were blown down 
and trees throughout the city were 
stripped of small limbs. 


Corsicana firemen responded to two 


calls where tile winds had blown elec- 
trical service lines together, causing 
shorts. The calls were at 5:40 p.m. to 813 
N. 20th and at 8 p.m. to 1216 W. 2nd. 
Several calls to firemen were also 
reported concerning "arcing" power 
lines. . 


Texas Power and Light Co. reported 


Wednesday morning that their No. 4 
circuit was interrupted at 6:48 p.m. 
when a tree fell across the line on N. 13th 
behind the Navarro Mall. Service on W. 
4th ttirough W. 1st to W. Park to N. Main 
was restored after approximately one 
hour. 


Small amounts of hail were reported 


throughout the city. 


Corsicana registered .35 of an inch of 


rain during the wild storm which 
reached the city at approximately 6:20 
p.m. Damage reports and rainfall in 
other Golden Circle communities were 
as follows:

He has been 
active in civic affairs for the past 25 
years, he says, and has completed his 
obligations to every organization he has 
served except the school board. 


Lonnie Renfro, the present assistant 


superintendent, is slated to be officially 
confirmed by the board tonight for the 
job of superintendent. He will replace 
the current superintendent, Forrest 
Watson, who has 
accepted 
the 


superintendent's position with the 
Pasadena school district. 


Watson will remain as superintendent 


here until next July 1, after which 
Renfro will assume that post. 


Donnell said that the selection of 


Renfro as superintendent was made in a 
recent executive session of the board in 
which it was agreed that Watson's 
successor would come from within the 
present district.

Organic 
Farming 


Has Points 


By GAYNOR MADDOX 


Organic farming is caus- 


ing, a national controversy. 
It means farming without 
using any inorganic ferti- 
lizers and without, pesticides. 
As it was a century ago, to- 
day the soil of organic farm- 
ers is enriched with manure, 
plowed under plant material, 
leaf and other waste. The 
battle <of the bugs is waged 
by birds and predator in- 
sects. Chemical sprays are 
not used. 


Commenting on results of 


organic farming, s e v e r a l 
professors at the Rutgers 
College of Agriculture and 
Environmental S c i e n c e s 
agree that the soil on organ- 
ic farms is loose, crumbly, 
easy for a plant to sink its 
roots in. This is part of the 
organic growers' ethic—to 
leave the soil better than 
they found it. 


But organically g r o w n 


foods cost more than those 
inorganically raised. Health 
food stores and supermark- 
ets in several localities may 
be thriving. But for most 
people, costs are too high, 
especially for the poor. 


"Admitting these things, 


t h e r e is still a mounting 
need to get rid of society's 
organic wastes, including 
garbage and paper products. 
This need offers a strong 
argument for a kind of farm- 
ing that will put these wastes 
to a practical use. It can be 
done. How soon?'That de- 
pends on the p u b l i c atti- 
tude," says Dr. Russell B. 
Alderfer of Rutgers. 


He adds, "That the need 


for large volumes of organic 
matter in the soil dovetails 
beautifully with the waste 
disposal problems we face. 
But too often the cost of 
transposing these garbage 
and waste paper composts is 
100 great, even though they 
o f t e n can be had free of 
cost." 


He recalls an experiment 


made by a 
Pennsylvania 


manufacturer. They offered 
to give away without cost 
massive amounls of waste 
pulverized paper w h i c h 
would materially 
improve 


the soil. Bui no one could 
afford Ihis excellenl com- 
posl because of freight costs. 


Dr. Alderfer admits lhal 


Ihe cosl is prohibitive, liul 
he sees Ihe lime near at 
hand where something will 
have to be done to handle 
the overwhelming masses of 
garbage material. 


"Where are they going to 


deposit il? Municipal dump- 
ing a r e a s will shortly be 
filled. How else can t h e y 
h a n d l e their 
increasing 


amounts? Only, I suggest, by 
disposing of it to organic 
farmers who want it. But 
perhaps Ihe municipalities, 
themselves, will have to pay 
for Iransporling it from Ihe 
dumps lo Ihe farms. And 
that bring.'.; up the question 
of money -- always a hot. 
pocketbook question." 


Ecology, and the problem 


of waste disposal is part of 
this over-all q u e s t i o n , is 
bound to cosl everyone some 
money. Many people don'l 
yel realize Ihis.

Pakistani Students at NJC 
Air Views on Indo-Pak War 


Long Way from Home

The India-Pakistani conflict, 


almost half-way around the 
world, seems removed from most 
area residents, but there are 13 
Navarro Junior College students 
who have their eyes glued to the 
developments. 


But, after, all, all are from the 


city of Karachi, the sea port in 
southern West Pakistan. 


Tuesday, four of the Pakistanis 


chatted about the war and the 
country in the NJC student union 
building. 


"We wish the war had not 


started, but now that it has, we 
hope something can be done," 
comments Mohammad Rashid. 
However, he added that although 
this present conflict may be 
resolved, others will come. 


"There will always be trouble 


with the Hindus and 
the 


Moslems," says Pervez Kahn. 


When asked what will happen if 


East Pakistan falls to Indian 
troops, the four agreed that it 
would be difficult to speculate on, 
although they agreed that West 
Pakistan would be the next 
target, sooner or later. 


"But there will be a greater 


war in the West," says Altaf 
Adam, the youngest at 17, "There 
will be more cause to fight." 


"East Pakistan has no sea 


escape or air power and they are 
blocked off" notes 
Kahn, 


"whereas the West has more 
supplies, equipment and a good 
sea escape." 


Rashid and Adam add, "Where 


the Indians may have the 
numbers, we have the training, 
and better quality air power." 


"And our army is spread 


equally over the country, instead 
of being concentrated in one 
area, such as the East Pakistan 
army in Dacca." says Louis 
Mendes. 


"And if there is a war, we will 


try to take part of India, too, for 
negotiations," he adds. 


Of course, all wish they could 


be with their families during the 
troubles and are anxious to 
receive correspondence from 
them. 


But it would be difficult if not 


impossible for them to return 
home presently because none 
have the financial means. "But if 
our government calls us, we will 
go home," says Mendes fer- 
vently, "They will pay our way." 


India dictates the situation, 


they agree, saying that the 
country refused to release the 
refugees from East Pakistan 
when they had permission to 
return to the country. "It was an 
excuse to begin the war," they 
say. 


India 
also 
supports 
the 


guerrillas found in the border 
towns, believes Kahn, "By 
themselves they are nothing," 
agrees Mendes... The students 
think India is pushing for power 
because, "India can never 
emerge as a strong nation with 
Pakistan on its side," noted 
Mendes. 


"Neither India nor Pakistan 


can fight for a long time," says 
Rashid, "but they are finding us 
in a weak position and are taking 
advantage of it." 


All 13 students left their 


families in Karachi to come to 
Corsicana to study electronical 
engineering, and all are curious 
about their family's conditions. 


Of the four, only Adam has 


heard from his family, by a letter 
postmarked Nov. 23. "They are 
okay now," he reports, "since the 
bombing has stopped. There was 
bombing only at the beginning." 


An interesting note in the 


conversation came when the 
Moslem students emphasized 
they have no resentment toward 
the Indian people inndividually 
and, in fact, visit a local Hindu 
family often. 


"Instead, we resent the 


government," 
says 
Rashid 


quietly, "it is the government."

Social Security

Q. I am retirement age, but do not plan to retire until 3 


months from now. Should I go ahead and file early for my 
social security benefits? 


A. Yes. By filing early you will give the social security 


office time to develop your claim and get a monthly check to 
you for the first month you are retired. 


Q. My husband has worked for many years and appears to 


be slowing down due to failing health. How serious must a 
person's disability be before he can be eligible for social 
security disability benefits? 


A. A person is considered disabled if he has a severe 


physical or mental condition which, besides preventing him 
from working, is also expected to last or has lasted for at 
least 12 months or is expected to result in death. 


Q. I have been employed as a waitress in a restaurant for 


some time now. I receive a straight salary and tips in this 
employment. Shouldn't my tips be reported and if so, how do 
I accomplish this? 


A. Cash tips are covered by social security and reportable 


if they amount to $20 or more in a month with one employer. 
If your tips amount to $20 or more in a month, you must give 
your employer a written report of the amount of your tips 
within ten days after the month in which you received them. 
At this time, your employer will be able to collect the social 
security tax due on these tips from other wages he owes you 
or you may wish to furnish him with the funds for this pur- 
pose. 


Q. I will be self-employe4 in the very near future in a retail 


business and am considering-employing my wife to keep 
books instead of hiring someone else. Will her earnings be 
covered by social security? 


A. Mo. Any work performed by a wife for her husband or by 


a husband for his wife is not covered under social security.
